TALLAHASSEE, July 16 — An 


all-inclusive traffic survey, on a 
scale hitherto unattempted In the 
state, was inaugurated this week 
by the Florida State Road depart- 
inent. 
Operators of all motor vehicles 
— passenger automobiles, trucks 
and buses—were halted during the 
week at +120 highway planning 
stations ‘to give information on 
their experiences in traffic on 
Florida highways to field workers 
for the survey. 
Treadway said that a total of 
626 survey stations will be estab- 
lished during the year at various 
important points on state high- 
ways. 

The survey, which started Mon- 
day, is expected to bring forth in- 
formation upon which the state 
road department can base plans 
for a highway improvement pro- 
gram so that the greatest service 
by the highways may be guaran- 
teed for the greatest number of 
persons. 

The, survey is being conducted 
by the road department, but is be- 
ing financed by the United States 
Bureau of Public Roads. $ 
The survey is one of three major 
parts of a master highway plan- 
ning survey. An inventory of 
highway facilities was started in 
May and the inventory of high- 
way finances, including the source 
of revenues in relation to expendi- 
tures,’ will begin later.

When plowed under, or left onf 
the land, legumes increase the 
fertility of \the soil, adding to it 
nitrogen taken from the air. Of 
the three plant-food elements 
which farmers' commonly buy to 
apply to their soi)—nitrogen, pot- 
ash, and phosphorus—nitrogen can 
by legumes, Any 
green-manure crop turned, under 
adds organic matter and improves 
the mechanical condition of the 
soll, prevents packing or “rusting, 
and increases the water-holding 
capacity. ` Poor stands of . crops 
can often be attributed to, poor 
mechanical condition of the soil be- 
cause of deficient organic matter.
